Poltava, Sevastopol; and Bayan—and five cruisers— 
the Pallada, Diana, Askold, Novik, and Boyarin. 
Admiral Togo had his entire fleet with the 
exception of a few vessels. Which are on 
special missions, and both of the “sides had 
a large number of torpedo craft—the Russians 
fourteen and the Japanese twenty-two. - The 
Russian fleet moved out of Port-Arthur on 
Thursday morning, the channel, which is still 
obstructed by the Japanese, having been ren- 


dered navigable. Their object was, it is learned, 
to make a dash to Vladivostok, doing some raid- 
ing on the. way, and to effecta junction with the 
small fleet there. The passage out of harbour 
must have been most perilous, as is shown by 
the time the fleet took to get out, but all the 
vessels negotiated it in safety. The Japanese 
secouting-ships were on the watch, and immedi- 
ately gave the alarm to Admiral Togo on the 
Mikasa. He at once summoned the entire fleet, 
which advanced in line of battle and prepared 
for action.

Train Wreck in Spain.—aA terrible accident, result- 
ing in at least thirty persons being burnt to death and

Piping Pinks. 
` ~ The various sorts of pinks may be propagated at the 


present time by pipings. A study of a plant will show 
some points that will not flower that have made a growth 
much in advance of the main portida of the grass. These 
may be drawn out of their sheath by giving a gentle pull, 
and will need no other preparation for propagation. 
Shallow cases are the best places in which to put the 
cuttings (pipings). A Sin. layer of sandy soil on top of 
a coal-ash bottom, the soil being made quite firm, will do 
well for the work. Prick in the cuttings 1} in. apart, put 
on the grass, and keep close and shaded fora fortnight. 
The pipings should receive a good watering to exclude air 
from their base, and care must be taken to go over them 
and with the finger the soil up to the base. Loose 
soil is answerable for much of the failure in rooting these 
plants. Thp old plants so treated will make a grent 
abundance of pipings for a later strike. 


Propagation by Leaves. 


Interest was taken in my note the other day re propa- 
gation of cuttings; I now give particulars of another 
equally good method. Ornamental-foliaged begonias are 
usually increased by making incisions through the main 
vein or rib at the back of matured leaves in the manner 
depicted in the sketch (4). This done, lay each leaf on a

Celery. 


Ail haste must now be made in getting out the maincrop 
stuff. It is a bad policy to let this remain in the prepara- 
tory beds until it mes long and drawn. Where soils 
are shallow or are likely to be wet in winter the trenches 
| must not be deep. In fact, the best celery is grown on such 
| soils quite on the surface. When this plan is to be 
adopted, dig in n good dressing of well-composted manure, 
tread down the land lightly, and sow over it salt and soot 
mixed in equal quantities if soot is short, or the soot muy 
be in'weight 3to1. ‘The iand should be manured in 6 ft. 
breadths, leaving a space of 6ft. unmanured. Eighteen 
inches from the outside of the manured space a rowof celery 
should be planted 9in. apart. Five rows should be planted. 
9 in. from row to row. This will leave 18 in. on exch side 
for banking up. Then on the other side of the < ft. space 
do the same, and so on until all is plante. ‘These should 
be tended anfl watered in the usual way, and the bend 
between ean be sown down with a crop that will be clean d 
in time to get the soil for earthing such as spinach anc 
radishes, Where this plan is carried out, it is best to mark 
out the land required early and sow peas on the 6 ft. alley« 
and lettuce on the parts where the celery is to come. Enter 
on the celery must be tied with raffia, and the soil from 
the alleys be put between to blanch them. If paper collar» 
are used the crop will be cleaner and better. The dwarf 
varieties, such as Leicester red and Major Clarke's red, or 
dwarf white, will be the best for this system.
